Washington, Dec. 21, 1844. 

I did not write on Saturday, for the only busi¬ 
ness done was the passage of the sub-treasury bill 
through the House, by a vote of 123 to 63—a few 
Democrats voting in the negative. The debate 
was allowed only for two hours, in which Messrs. 
Hunt, of N. Y., Bayly, of Va., Henley, of Ind., 
Dillingham, of Vt., and Cary of Me. took a 
part. It was exclusively political, and turned on 
the merits and the decisions of the late canvass.—

I voted directly 1 No. You are accounta¬ 
ble for your own conduct only. If other 
people put into office a bad man, whom 
you eould not keep out, but bv voting for 
one equally had, for their conduct you are 
not accountable. It is certainly a differ¬ 
ent thing, whether a vile man comes into 
power by your agency directly, or in spite 
of it. 

But suppose the duelist, in all respects 
excepting this crime, is a better man than 
his opponent : of two evils may we not 
choose the least ? Yes; of two natural 
evils you rimy ; if you must lose a finger 
or an arm, eut of the finger; but of two 
sinful things, you may choose neither ;

The 
artifices ot business, however, to which I referred, 
not only involved a departure from truth, but led 
to the abandonment of common honesty.
